Uplifting  Effort 

ORR  Junior  High  Helps  Brothers  and  Sisters 

By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 


Students  participating  in  the  Uplift  Program  at 
Old  Rochester  Regional  Junior  High  School  will  be 
competing  in  a  weekend  volleyball  tournament  on  March 
7  and  8  to  benefit  the  New  Bedford  Child  and  Family 
Service  program  —  a  local  organization  which 
administers  the  Big  Brother/Big  Sister  service  to  area 
children,  ages  7  to  14. 

According  to  Jane  Tougas,  the  Uplift  Program 
Coordinator  at  ORR  Junior  High  School,  the  eight 
students  enrolled  in  Uplift  took  it  upon  themselves  to  do 
something  for  New  Bedford  Child  and  Family  Service. 
"Every  year,  they  choose  a  project  to  contribute  something 
to  the  community,"  Ms.  Tougas  said.  "Last  year,  they 
explored  a  homeless  shelter,  which  really  hit  home  for 
many  of  them.  This  past  Christmas,  they  helped  with  gift- 
wrapping  for  the  New  Bedford  Child  and  Family  Service 
program  ...  and  decided  they  wanted  to  do  more  to  help 
(them)." 

ORR  Junior  High  School  Principal  Gary  Maestas 
is  especially  proud  of  the  students'  willingness  to  help  the 
program  because  he  once  volunteered  as  a  Big  Brother 
himself.  "I  didn't  have  a  little  brother  (of  my  own)  and 
found  out  about  the  Big  Brother  program,"  he  said.  "I 
decided  it  was  something  I'd  really  like  to  do.  I  was  in 
college  at  the  time  and  I  was  a  Big  Brother  to  two  kids, 
both  (junior  high  school)  age.  They  were  neat  kids  ...  both 
in  single-parent  homes." 

Mr.  Maestas  said  that  even  more  important  than 
raising  pledges  for  the  effort  is  the  fact  that  some  attention 
will  be  brought  to  the  Big  Brother/Big  Sister  program. 
"The  most  important  thing  is  to  bring  some  attention  to 
Big  Brothers  and  Big  Sisters,"  he  said.  "There's  a  large 
waiting  list  of  people  looking  for  Big  Brothers  and  Big 
Sisters  ...  kids  who  don't  have  people  to  spend  time  with 
them." 

"I  think  it's  important  to  help  other  kids  our  age," 
agreed  student  Heather  Contant.  "I'm  glad  that  we're 
getting  involved  (with  this  program)." 

Each  of  the  participating  teams  needs  to  solicit 
sponsors  to  participate  in  the  tournament.  Each  team  will 
be  comprised  of  six  to  nine  players  who  will  compete 
against  three  different  opponents  during  a  90-minute 
period.  Games  will  last  approximately  20  minutes  with  a 
five-minute  break  between  games.  The  team  with  the 
most  wins  or  highest  combined  score  will  be  the  winner. 
Match-ups  will  be  slated  between  9:00  am  and  4:30  pm  on 
Saturday,  March  7,  and  between  11:00  am  and  4:30  pm  on 
Sunday,  March  8. 

Of  course,  the  newly-formed  team  will  need  to  do 
some  work  before  the  big  tournament.  "We  just  need 
some  time  to  practice  now,"  said  Vanessa  Monteiro. 

"We  hope  (our  participation  this  year)  will  start  a 
trend  with  the  Uplift  Program,"  said  Ms.  Tougas.  "We're 


very  proud  of  each  and  every  one  of  these  kids." 

The  eight  students  in  the  junior  high  school's 
Uplift  Program  —  Vanessa  Monteiro,  Melissa  Nye,  Kristin 
Miner,  Ben  Kneppers,  Doug  Rogers,  Heather  Contant, 
Kim  Cronin,  and  Sara  Coe  —  will  be  teaming  up  to  play 
against  other  teams  from  throughout  the  Greater  New 
Bedford  area  and  hope  to  raise  at  least  $300  in  pledges  by 
the  tournament.

The  facility  is  scheduled  for  completion  in 
January  of  1999.  The  facility  will  be  the  largest 
construction  project  undertaken  in  Marion  since  the 
completion  of  Tabor's  Academic  Center  twenty-five  years 
ago. 

Marion  residents  will  begin  to  see  very  active 
construction  on  the  site  between  Spring  and  Front  Streets 
in  the  very  near  future.  Construction  and  equipment 
storage  trailers  will  be  in  place  the  week  before  the 
ground-breaking  and  a  chain  link  fence  will  also  be 
installed  around  the  entire  perimeter  of  the  construction 
zone. 

By  mid-March,  the  current  Howard  Johnson  rink 
enclosure  which  houses  the  Converse  Rink,  given  to  Tabor 
Academy  by  the  Converse  Family  of  Marion,  will  begin  to 
be  dismantled.  Both  the  Converse  and  Johnson  family 
names  will  be  honored  in  the  newly-constructed  building. 

By  late  April,  the  steel  structures  supporting  the 
largest  features  of  the  building  will  be  in  place  and  town 
residents  will  begin  to  get  a  sense  of  the  building  itself.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  February  17, 
1998  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer.  Also 
present  were  Selectman  Jonathan  "Jody"  Dickerson, 
Selectman  Albert  E.  Winters,  and  Executive  Secretary  Ray 
Pickles.

Last  week  the  board  had  received  a  copy  of  the 
proposed  regulations  for  the  harvesting  of  so-called 
"slipper  shells,"  which  have  garnered  some  interest  from 
local  commercial  fishermen.  Mr.  Bradley  brought  samples 
of  the  shellfish  with  him  to  show  the  board  members.

been  used  at  sea  for  years,"  Mr.  Bradley  said.  "There 
seems  to  be  a  renewed  interest  in  harvesting  them  for 
market.  Some  commercial  fishermen  approached  me 
about  them  ...  so  I  took  (Marion's)  existing  scallop 
regulations  and  modified  them  to  fit  the  slipper  shell 
fishery." 

Mr.  Bradley  explained  that  the  slipper  shellfish 
are  very  similar  to  scallops,  but  there  is  little  else  known 
about  their  life  expectancy  or  habitat.

know  much  about  the  species,"  he  said.  "They're  found 
from  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  up  through  New  England  ...  and 
they  are  a  food  source,  so  they  must  meet  the  criteria  for 
all  other  shellfish  with  regards  to  water  quality." 

The  commercial  fishermen  who  have  expressed 
interest  in  the  product  initially  requested  a  limit  of  2,000 
pounds  per  day  —  or  about  24  bags.  "We  thought  that 
was  a  bit  much,"  Mr.  Bradley  said.  "So  we  compromised 
on  1,000  pounds  —  or  12  bags  a  day,  which  is  still  a  hefty 
amount." 

Mr.  Bradley  added  that  they  also  wanted  to 
discourage  dragging  in  shallow  waters,  because  of  the 
possible  damage  to  the  eel  grass  in  the  inner  harbor.  As 
such,  dragging  is  only  allowed  in  the  deeper  waters  out 
by  Converse  Point  and  Kittansett  Point.  Since  Marion's 
existing  shellfish  regulations  prohibit  shellfishing  on 
Sunday,  the  slipper  shell  regulations  also  prohibit 
harvesting  on  Sunday.

FAT  CATS 

My  veterinarian  told  me  that  my  cat  is  fat.  I  thought 
that  cats  would  regulate  their  caloric  intake  to  remain 
their  ideal  weight. 

In  an  ideal  world  you  would  be  right,  but  trust 
your  cat's  doctor.  Obesity  is  very  common  in  our 
feline  pets  who  often  have  little  to  accomplish 
other  than  keeping  a  lap  warm  and  their  stom- 
achs full. 

How  can  I  get  her  to  lose  weight? 
There  is  no  completely  painless  way  for  your  cat 
to  shed  a  few  pounds.  Feeding  a  low  calorie 
food  will  help,  as  will  increasing  the  amount  of 
exercise  that  your  cat  gets.  Forget  about  leaving 
food  out  all  the  time.  Feed  your  cat  2  meals  a 
day  .  Your  goal  is  slow  weight  loss  over  a  few 
months  to  a  year  rather  than  a  crash  diet  that 
may  be  very  dangerous  for  your  cat.

■  The  Apostle.  Starring  Robert  Duvall  and  Farrah  Fawcett. 
Directed  by  Robert  Duvall.  Running  time:  130  minutes.  MPAA 
rating:  PG-13.  At  Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth  Mall. 

The  Apostle,  an  enthralling  do-it-yourself  labor  of  love  by 
Robert  Duvall  (he  wrote,  produced,  and  directed  it,  and  paid 
for  it  out  of  his  own  pocket),  makes  most  "independent" 
movies  look  like  the  pretenders  they  are.  At  a  time  when  every 
hipster  with  a  viewfinder  is  doing  rip-offs  of  Reservoir  Dogs  or 
Clerks  or  Friends  (or  an  unholy  combo  of  the  three),  Duvall 
dares  to  build  an  entire  film  around  the  subject  of  religious 
passion  and  redemption  —  a  subject  that  invites  disdain  or 
indifference,  because  so  few  movies  actually  get  it  right.  The 
Apostle  nails  it. 

Duvall  is  also  courageous  enough  to  play  the  protagonist, 
Pentecostal  preacher  Sonny  Dewey,  as  a  study  in  extremes  and 
contradictions.  Sonny  spreads  —  no,  make  that  shouts  —  the 
word  of  God,  but  he  s  also  a  sinner,  a  smoothie  who  cheats  on 
his  wife  (Farrah  Fawcett)  and  also  beats  her;  when  he  finds  out 
she's  been  having  her  own  affair,  the  way  she  recoils  and  says 
"Keep  your  hands  over  there"  speaks  volumes  without  our 
having  to  see  the  abuse.  Sonny  is  also  about  to  be  ousted  from 
his  own  church;  enraged,  he  does  some  damage  to  the  church's 
upstart  minister  (who's  been  sleeping  witn  Fawcett)  and 
promptly  gets  out  of  town. 

At  the  start,  Sonny  seems  like  a  madman  —  a  violently 
confused  man  hitching  his  passions  to  God's  wagon,  justifying 
his  sins  because  he's  been  saved."  But  Sonny  isn't  the  kind  of 
Bible-thumping  hypocrite  we  usually  meet  in  movies.  He's 
serious,  and  Duvall  plays  Sonny  as  a  flawed  saint  in  the  throes 
of  religious  mania.  Sonny  has  a  powerful  effect  on  churchgoers, 
who  believe  that  God  is  working  through  him  —  and  if  they 
believe  it,  then  his  inipact  on  them  is  the  same  as  if  he  really  were 
God's  instrument.  The  movie  is  about  finding  faith  in  the 
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unlikeliest  places  and  having  faith  in 
the  unlikeliest  people. 

After  the  incident  with  the 
minister,  Sonny  leaves  his  former 
ife  and  settles  into  a  Louisiana  bayou 
town,  where  he  adopts  the  name 
"E.F.,  the  Apostle  and  starts 
gathering  a  new  flock.  With  the  help 
of  a  motley  crew  of  believers  —  a 
retired  minister  (John  Beasley),  a 
young  mechanic  (Walter  Googers),  a 
radio  DJ  (Rick  Dial)  —  Sonny  sets  up 
a  modest  church  immodestly  named 
One  Way  Road  to  Heaven.  He  also 
pursues  a  secretary  at  the  radio 
station  (Miranda  Richardson)  —  a  rather  aimless  plot  thread 
that  could  have  been  pulled  out  without  unraveling  the  movie. 
The  Apostle  builds  up  steam  as  the  church  gains  more 
converts  (watching  a  community  built  from  the  ground  up  is 
one  of  the  basic,  satisfying  pleasures  in  rural  movies).  It  leads 
to  a  great  scene  with  Billy  Bob  Thornton  as  a  racist  lout  who 
threatens  to  demolish  the  church.  We  know  that  Sonny's  fearless 
stance  against  the  racist  isn't  just  noble:  He  isn't  about  to  be 
chased  out  of  another  church.  Sonny  goes  to  work  on  Thornton, 
trying  to  convert  him,  and  I  felt  a  stab  of  worry;  scenes  like  this 
never  work.  But  this  one  does.  Duvall  and  Thornton  play  it 
with  the  conviction  of  men  who  understand  thepain  of  salvation 
—  the  overwhelming  mix  of  relief  and  vulnerability  that  born- 
agains  are  said  to  feel  when  they  "give  it  over  to  Jesus." 

This  is  also  one  of  the  few  showboat  writer-director-star 
films  that  doesn't  feel  like  a  vanity  project.  Duvall's  integrity 
and  intelligence  shine  through  his  movie  and  his  performance. 
Funny,  tender,  menacing,  exuberant,  sometimes  all  at  once, 
Duvall  makes  Sonny  a  man  possessed  by  divine  love,  earthly 
passions,  and  all  the  angels  and  devils  in  between.  We  never 
really  know  Sonny  (Duvall  keeps  him  a  mystery  to  us),  but  we 
understand  him  perfectly.  The  Apostle  digs  into  the  souls  of  the 
intensely  devoted  ex-sinners  you  sometimes  meet,  the  former 
addicts  whose  current  drug  or  choice  is  God.  By  painting  Sonny 
in  complex,  conflicting  colors,  Duvall  respects  his  humanity, 
and  so  do  we.

COOKIN'  GOOD  - 

Rancheros  Omelets  For  Two 

six  eggs 

half  cup  onions 

half  cup  corn 

half  cup  red  and  green  bell  peppers 
mixed 

half  cup  mushrooms 

three-fourths  cup  milk 

one  tomato 

two  tsp.  salsa 

one-eighth  cup  jalapeno  peppers 

four  T  butter 

two  tsp.  sour  cream 

one-fourth  tsp.  salt 

one-eighth  tsp.  pepper 

Clean  the  onions,  green  and  red  pep- 
pers, corn,  mushrooms,  tomatoes  and 
jalapenos.  Dice  the  onions,  peppers 
and  tomatoes  and  slice  the  mushrooms 
thinly.  Set  each  aside  separately.  In  a 
blender,  whip  together  the  eggs,  milk, 
salt  and  pepper.  The  mixture  should  be 
a  muted  yellow.  If  it  is  too  dark,  add 
more  milk,  about  a  tablespoon  at  a 
time.  (The  size  of  your  eggs  may 
affect  the  amount  of  milk  you  need.) 
Divide  each  of  the  piles  of  vegetables 
and  the  tomatoes  in  half  and  set  aside 
separately.  Melt  two  T  butter  in  a  large 
skillet  over  medium-high  heat.  Pour  in 
half  of  your  egg-milk  mixture.  When 
the  bottom  of  the  omelet  starts  to  come 
together,  continue  to  lift  the  edges  until 
the  bottom  has  formed  a  flat,  solid 
edge.
